Southampton, Oct. 28.— Premier Bal- 
four addressed an immense meeting in 
artillery hall tonight. His appearance 
on the platform at 8:05 p. m. was the 
signal for grout cheering which was 
again and again renewed. The Marquis 
of Winchester presided. On rising Mr. 
Balfour said: "By no will of mine this 
great assembly coincides with a mo- 
ment of national difficulty. Since the 
assembly was arranged events have hap- 
pened which have-stirred to the dcptii 
every section and every class of the 
community. Every subject of His Ma- 
jesty and the conscience of the English 
speaking people of the world as well as 
the general sentiments of civilized Eu- 
rope." 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said, he be- 
lieved the lamentable and deplorable 
tragedy of October 21-'»2 would not end 
in war. The matter has been referred 
lo an international commission, and 
both sides would abide by the decision 
of. the international commission which 
would consider all the questions at issue 
thus war between the two great na- 
tions would be avoided without dishon- 
or. 

There would also be a hoard of trade 
enquiry with, he hoped, the assistance 
ol representatives of the Russian gov- 
ernment. 

Consequently, so far as ho was able, 
to see into the future, the result would 
not bo one of those great national 
struggles, which, though they might oc- 
casionally be necessary, always left be- 
hind a deplorable mark and always re- 
tarded the progress of humanity and 
civilization. 

War between two great powers could 
not be raised without great danger to 
neutrals, hut until Inst Monday, the 
day the news of the North sea incident 
was made public, what neutral ever 
contemplated being fired upon and .sunk 
during the progress of a peaceful, voca- 
tion.' the report, in the first instance, 
was received with univernl horror, in- 
dignation and surprise by the whole 
civilized world. Two stories had been 
put before them, as a result of which 
this matter was to be made the subject 
of impartial international enquiry, al- 
though it wins impossible to doubt which 
of the stories was true. 

As the ally of Japan, Great Britain 
was bound, under well-defined rules, to 
assist .Lilian, but as they should make 
it a point of honor to use their whole 
national power in fulfilling this obliga- 
tion, it was nJso a point of honor that 
their duty as neutrals should be scrupu- 
lously performed. 

The premier said it was incredible 
that a fishing lleet could be engaged in 
hostile operations and ridiculed the idea 
of a torpedo attack. The Russian fleet 
was thirty miles out of its course and 
it was absurd to suppose that the com- 
mander of the alleged torpedo craft 
would chooso a position for attacking 
the squadron in the midst' of a fishing 
licet. The premier did not believe in 
these Japanese torpedo boats, and said 
that the nearest Japanese warship was 
1-1.000 miles away. Such a story as that 
told by the Russian admiral -was tho 
purest fancy. The premier hoped the 
truth would be made manifest and cical- 
as noonday when the enquiry which tho 
Russian Emperor welcomed, took place. 
The Russian government had not at 
any time underrated the gravity of the 
crisis oi failed to do v.-'ust ir could to 
diminish it. 

Mr. Balfour thought tho difficulty 
was surmounted. At the same time 
recklessness or Indifference to cruelty 
ought to be avoided by every man who 
had the interests of civilization or his 
own conscience at heart. it could not 
for a moment be supposed that through- 
out all the channels of commerce from 
St. Petensburg to Vladivostock. and the 
narrow ways of commerce like the Eng- 
lish channel and the Red sea, tin ad- 
miral of another power should ho al- 
lowed to pass, under such circum- 
stances, unscathed, unchallenged and 
unpunished after such a deed as that 
of tho night of October 21. It would be 
■imposition which it would be impossible 
for Great Britain, as a neutral power, 
to tolerate. 

The Russian government had promised 
to make an enquiry and had ordered 
the detention of part of the Russian 
squadron at Vigo. The Russian ver- 
sion of the occurrence of October 21 
was equivalent to an attack on Great 
Britain's national honor. The torpedo 
boats spoken id' by the Russian admiral 
were phantom ships, creatures of puro 
fancy, against which Mr. Balfour en- 
tered a most emphatic protest. He was 
glad to say that the Russian govern- 
ment had agreed with Great Britain re- 
garding the necessity for an investiga- 
tion. 

Tho responsible offlcers would not ho 
permitted to proceed to 'the far east, 
and the persons found guilty would bo 
adequately punished. In agreeing to 
these things Russia had taken the view 
which commended itself to every civi- 
lized nation. Russia had given a pledge 
that she would prevent a recurrence of 
the tragedy which filled British hearts 
with sorrow and the hearts of most 
men with indignation. 

The Russian ambassador had author- 
ized the statement that the Russian 
government, on hearing of tho North 
sea incident, at once expressed profound 
regret, and the Russian Emperor tele- 
graphed King Edward in similar terms. 
The Russian government had shown an 
enlightened desire that truth and justice 
ill this matter should prevail. The en- 
tire facts must he brought out at tho 
investigation which, Mr. Balfour point- 
ed out, would be made by three distinct 
bodies— first . by the international com- 
mission; second, by the Imard of trade 
enquiry; and third, by the coroner's in- 
liuiist. 

The naval authorities- ...igbt ascer- 
tain what officers were responsible for 
it. That those officers and any mate- 
rial witnesses would not proceed on the 
voyage to the Par East; that inquiry 
would be Instituted Into the facts_ by 
an Ihteriintionv.l commission as provided 
by The Hague convention, that Mr. Bal- 
four Intei-polmtion hail nothing to do 
with arbitration, it was the constitution 
of an liiternoltionnl commission in ou'dcr 
lo find out tin- fuels, and any person 
found guilty would be tried and pun- 
ished. The Russian government under- 
took -Hint precautions would be taken 
to guard against any repetition or such , 
incidents.

Benckendorff on 
Recent Crisis 

Russian Ambassador Points out 
Unreasonable Demands of 
the Press 



Political Motives Attributed to 
Government In Dealing. 
With Affair. 



London, Oct. -S. — Ambassador Beuck- 
■e.i.dorff, who has been working day nnd 
night, expressed the greatest pleasure 
over the result, which lie considered 
.honorable to liotli nations. Until Premier 
Balfour spoke, the ambassador said ho 
was bound to silence, and hence much 
misinformation had pervaded the Brit- 
ish press, which had reiterated the state- 
ment that Russia has given no reply to 
the British note. Only this morning, 
•he said, the placards of the Daily Tele- 
graph and Times bad flared through 
London, "still no reply," totally ignor- 
ing the fact that the Russian govern- 
ment's reply had boon announced by tho 
Associated Press early in the week, and 
wais confirmed by Premier Balfour to- 
night. While all this talk was going 
on, probably owing to the public belief 
that Russia had refused to apologize, 
diplomatic negotiations had been pro- 
ceeding^- smoothly. 

On the authority of Count Bencken- 
dorff, it can be stated that never at 
any time did Foreign Minister Lans- 
downo express a belief that a pacific set- 
tlement was not attainable or endeavor 
to secure a settlement by veiled men- 
aces. "1 know, however — I could not 
help knowing— that there was a British 
tleet at Gibraltar," .said the ambassador. 
'•If our fleet had left Vigo it would 
probably have been war; but now nil 
is well. There was only one danger, 
namely, the excitement of public opin- 
ion. To Be precise, during the negotia- 
tions there were never any demands on 
cither .side but might have been given 
to the public, but it was thought bet- 
ter to leave everything to Mr. Balfour 
tonight." In view of Mr. Balfour's 
scathing denunciation of Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky, it is very interesting to noto 
that in the Russian view ho could bo 
in no way responsible, though he had 
generously assumed the responsibility. 

The British public throughout the 
week has been crying for Rojestven- 
sky's head, but Russia has firmly point- 
ed out, and .Lord Lansdowne has ac- 
quiesced, that he is not one of those 
individuals who could be described as 
directly concerned in the tiring on the 
trawlers, being out of sight. 

"There never was," to again quote 
Count Benckendorff, "any question of 
apology and compensation. These were 
freely conceded, as announced by the 
Associated Press early in the week. The 
only approach to a bitch occurred in con- 
nection with the question of guarantee 
of punishment. When these differences 
appeared acute, the whole situation was 
changed by the appearance of Rojest- 
venskv's report. That was obviously 
made in good faith. It is possible our 
admiral's subordinates made the mis- 
■take. Thai they made a mistake in 
bitting the trawlers is obvious; that 
they wen- mistaken in believing they 
.saw torpedo boats remains to be proven. 
But if they are not infallible, how much 
less so are the tishermen. The British 
government said it was impossible for 
torpedo boats to be where the Russians 
thought them to be. The statements on 
both sides absolutely conflict nnd so 
there was no other way of determining 
that point than by arbitration. As a 
friend of peace, America will. 1 am 
sure, welcome that decision, which was 
arrived at after negotiations which in 
themselves were ..f nothing but of tho 
friendliest character." 

The greatest relief was exhibited in 
nil diplomatic circles when the news of 
•the settlement arrived. As has been 
.slated in these despatches, tho best in- 
formed opinion never Inclined to the be- 
lief that war would ensue, in spite of 
the enormous naval preparations. The 
government's continued silence until 
now ami the grave aspect in which the 
affair was placed before the British pub- 
lic are freely attributed in some quart- 
ers to political motives, the government 
desiring to strengthen itself in the eyes 
of the public on the eve of a general 
. lection. The opposition, seeing the tide 
of popular opinion is going with it. 
smiles that the government should lake 
ill; the credit for a settlement which 
prominent admirals like Lambron blunt- 
ly announced was bound to occur.

Cello, Sweden, Oct. 28. — The captain 
and crew of tho Swedish steamer Aldc- 
bareu, from Hull, previously reported to 
have been tired on by a foreign cruiser, 
apparently Russian, have been exam- 
ined on oath by a magistrate at the in- 
stance of the government. All atllrmed 
liieir conviction that the cruiser tired 
shot and not merely blank cartridges. 
The captain deposed that shells were 
seen to burst in the air near his steam- 
er. The guns are supposed to have 
been quiektirors. The ships were half 
a mile apart at the time of the attack. 
The witnesses all were convinced that 
the warships from which the shots were 
fired saw distinctly the Swedish flag on 
tho Aldebaron. 

I/ondon, Oct. 28. The Iiondon agents 
•here of the Norwegian steamer Skaatol 
say that the statement cabled from 
Copenhagen last night to the effect that 
the vessel was fired upon by a Russian 
warship on Sunday is incorrect. The 
Skaatol passed the Russian squadron off 
1 lover but there was no tiring or other 
molestation. 



St. Petersburg, Oct. 28.— (Midnight.)— 
There was a feeling of profound relief 
hero tonight over the announcement 
that tho differences between Great Bri- 
tain and Russia are to be .submitted to 
a commission. This outcome is attribu- 
ted to the direct interposition of Em- 
peror Nicholas and King Edward. The 
British government, in the face of an 
excited public opinion, which was de- 
manding the most extreme measures, 
proposed the submission of the issue to 
a commission under The Hague conven- 
tion, while the Rnssihn government was 
preparing a similar proposition to Great 
Britain. Neutral powers, notably 
France, and, it Is believed, the United 
'Slates, were using all their influence to 
avoid a world catastrophe. Definite as- 
surances of a settlement came this 
afternoon, when the Emperor, at an 
audience with Foreign Minister Lnnis- 
dorff, announced his complete and 
hearty approval of the plan for an in- 
ternational commission. Meanwhile 
orders had already been sent to Vigo to 
detain the ships which participated in 
the tiring on the British trawlers until 
detailed arrangements for procedure 
could bo agreed upon. 

The drafting or a modus Vivendi pro- 
bably will require some time. For tho 
past forty-eight hours the people and 
the newspapers have been greatly arous- 
ed. Jingoism was rampant, 'and th« 
direct charge was repeatedly made that 
Great Britain was privy to a contem- 
plated attack upon the second Pacific 
squadron. The people talked lightly, 
and even joyfully, of the prospect of 
war with the traditional enemy, but at 
no time has thin- feeling been shared by 
the higher, responsible citizens. 

Mauv officers of the navy blindly ac- 
cept Admiral Uojestvensky's statement 
that he was 'attacked, and all declare 
that he was justified in firing. They 
declare that he was justified in exercis- 
ing the greatest caution in view of the 
numerous warnings that an attack 
would lie made upon I he squadron. The 
most cool-headed ollicers agree that it 
is wisest to court a full and impartial 
investigation before the world, let the 
blame fall where it may. 



Montreal, Oct. 28, — Boris Demitri 
Menzikoff, formerly an officer of the 
[Russian navy and for nearly two years 
a sub-lieutenant on board the flagship 
of Admiral Rojestvensky, is in the city. 
•Mr. Menzikoff comes of a distinguished 
Russian family, which, however, since 
tho mid-reign of Alexander II., has been 
accused of holding liberal views. Dif- 
ficulties between the captain of his ves- 
sel and himself arising from the out- 
spoken comments on the way promotion 
wns regulated in the Russian navy re- 
sulted in his retirement, which was has- 
tened by the fact that he received a 
warning from a friend Hint on his first 
return to a Russian port lie would lie ar- 
rested and sent into exile. Mr. Menzi- 
koff is at present taking a tour of Can- 
ada and particularly the western states, 
where he may perhaps settle.

Mr. Midlines next took up the 
charges of corruption preferred against 
his party, and positively denied that 
there were grounds for the charge.

He explained that when 
British Columbia entered confederation 
it was after a liard and fast bargain 
had been entered into, according to 
which British^ Columbia was to get 
$35,000 per year as a fixed sum and 
SO cents per head of population, if 
that bargain was not a good one, it 
should be remembered that it was made 
by Conservatives— there wero Conserv- 
atives here and Conservatives in power 
at Ottawa. In 100.1 the cry was first 
raised for better terms, and it was not 
made by Conservatives either. A cou- 
ple of deputations wero sent to Ottawa 
from British Columbia ostensibly to seek 
better terms, but really these deputa- 
tions spent most of their time in .Mon- 
treal or elsewhere. Such men wero not 
calculated to make a favorable impres- 
sion upon the 'Dominion government, 
and they did not. b'or the lirst_ tune 
iu the history of the province this cry 
for better terms was mi.de a party cry 
by the Tories. 

Now, most men were under the impres- 
sion that Col. Prior was an .Englishman, 
but he was not — lie was <i Mlssouriaa. 
(Laughter.) The Colonel always wanted 
to see the contract at an election, and see- 
ing he had nothing to light an election on 
this turn he got Tupper to write to Mr. 
Uordeu, asking hlui to send on something 
that would catch the electorate, and to 
send it on 1'. U. Q. — and what was sent 
was this allusion- to better terms. If Prior 
or Tupper were sincere as to better tortus 
for ltrltisli Columbia, they would have 
tried' to secure them years ago. lie asked 
for an assurance from Mr. Uordeu that if 
returned to power he would give ¥2,000,000 
a year to ltrltisli Columbia, ns some claim- 
ed the province 'was entitled to. The 
speaker denied that the question of bettef 
terms was never seriously discussed on the 
tloor or the local legislature, nor yet In 
the House or Commons at Ottawa, it had 
leu been made a public question, as Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier pointed out. better terms 
should he made la conjunctions wdt'll tho 
other provinces making a .similar demand, 
five of the other provinces were Liberal 
at present, and they had not raised the 
cry. nor should the cry he raised In Brit- 
ish Columbia as a party one. 

The speaker next dealt with the G. T. 
1'. railway scheme, contending that all the 
railway would cost for building from ocean 
to ocean would be between $ Hi, 1)00,000 and 
If lo, 00(1, 000. True, tlie government w.ns 
bound lo pay the Interest on ihe •bonds 
f:om Winnipeg to the Coast for seven 
years, hut if it did not pay the government 
could lake it over at three-quarter the 
cost of construction. These figures were 
compared with the cost of the C. 1'. It., 
which company, the speaker suid, got 
000,000 In cash, 25,000,000 acres of laud 
and a present ot $37,000,000 Worth of line, 
a monopoly of the land through which the 
road ran, ami the rig-lit to bring In nil the 
material they wanted free or duty. These 
were terms such as the Liberals would 
never grant; but Instead they get a line 
from ocean to ocean at a cost less than 
Col. Prior was prepared to pay for a little 
line from Butte Inlet to the- ltocky Moun- 
tains. As to Immediate construction of 
the road, it was contended that the Lau- 
rier government was reasonable In 
Its undertaking. He denounced as 
a slanderous cry, "A govcrnmcut- 
owned railway, or a railway- 
owned government." There was a time 
when this might be said of the govern- 
ment, but that was not during tho Lib- 
oral regime. The Conservative party, 
now crying for government ownership, 
never favored it and never will. Sir 
John A. Macdonald, the great old Con- 
servative chieftain, did not favor it, and 
his followers do not. Even if the gov- 
ernment did own the rninvay, the people 
of Canada could not be protected better 
than by the terms by which the Grand 
Trunk Pacific were bound llfl to rates, 
freights and working conditions. Be- 
sides all this, if this solemn contract 
with the company were to be repudiated, 
it would throw Canada back fifty years 
and bring discredit on the Dominion. 
The fact was, contended the speaker, 
bhat the C. I'. It. was at the back of 
this opposition to the building of this 
new transcontinental line. 

The speaker concluded by piling the 
sweetest flattery upon Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and every member of the Lib- 
eral party, including Mr. George Riley, 
and predicting for the Dominion a con- 
tinuance of prosperity under Liberal

For Instance, a 
crop of crimson clover, not inoculated, 
added to one acre of laud 4.3 pounds of 
nitrogen; n crop of crimson clover, in- 
oculated, added: to one acre of precisely 
similar land .1-13.7 pounds of nitrogen, 
an increase of 33V4 times; a crop of in- 
oculated hairy vetch added to one acre 
15 times more nitrogen than acrop of 
uuinoculated hairy vetch.
